Lehigh football finished the 2008 season 
with a Patriot League record of 4-2, which included 
a 31-15 victory over archrival Lafayette in Easton. 
The 4-2 mark placed Lehigh in third place in the 
league standings; the Mountain Hawks were picked 
to finish fifth in the preseason poll. 

Sophomore John Kennedy sprinted 94 
yards for a touchdown that sealed a 31-15 victory 
for Lehigh over Lafayette in front of the 15,908 
fans in attendance at Fisher Stadium. With the 
win, the Mountain Hawks snapped a four-game 
losing streak versus their rival and finished the 
season. Sophomore quarterback J.B. Clark finished 
the day 12-of-22 through the air for 201 yards and 
two touchdowns. He was named the game’s MVP, 
becoming the first Lehigh sophomore QB since Hall 
of Famer Marty Horn ’86 in 1983 to earn Most 
Valuable Player honors. 

Lehigh placed nine student-athletes on 
the 2008 All-Patriot League football teams. The 
Mountain Hawks had seven selections on the 
First-Team, including five members of its defense. 
They led the Patriot League in sacks and ranked 
second in scoring defense and rushing defense. The 
seven First-Teamers totaled the second-most points 
chosen from any team in the Patriot League behind 
only league champion Colgate’s eight total 
selections. Among the First-Team honorees were 
offensive lineman Will Rackley, punter Jason Leo, 
defensive linemen BJ Benning and Brian Jackson, 
linebackers Tim Diamond and Matt Cohen and 
safety Quadir Carter.

Professor Eric Salathe came to Lehigh 
after getting his Ph.D. at Brown University. 
He was hired as part of the team invited to 
Lehigh to create the Center for the Application 
of Mathematics. After the Center became the 
mathematics and engineering departments, he 
chose to become a professor for the math 
department. He has since taught classes such as 
calculus, chemistry, chemical engineering, 
biology and physics. One extreme case was 
when he taught general relativity for a 
semester.

Professor Svetlana Tatic-Lucic is in her seventh year with Lehigh’s electrical 
engineering department and bioengineering program. However, she did not always 
aspire to be a professor. Having a broad range of interests and abilities, Professor 

4 Tatic-Lucic sought career guidance and was told the type of science she finds herself 
involved with now would be one of her least compatible areas. 

Far from discouraged, she found the most enticing aspect of this area was the 
challenge it presented. With a master’s degree and a doctorate, she worked in small and 
large companies and government institutions before turning to academia. Lehigh 
grabbed her attention with its old buildings and beautiful Linderman Library. 

At Lehigh, Professor Tatic-Lucic works to apply microelectromechanical systems 
to medicine and biology. Put more simply, she uses very small mechanical systems in cell 





biology and neuroscience. She teaches courses in Introduction to Microfabrication and 
Nanofabrication, Introduction to Bioengineering I and MII, and 
Bioelectronics/Biophotonics. 

Professor Tatic-Lucic has no regrets about entering this field and hopes to serve as 
a role model for women in engineering. 


Professor Himanshu Jain 


In the past, glass was used in a myriad of ways: windows, fiber-optic cables, 
insulation and even art. Now, in an exciting new way, glass is making a renewed 
showing in the field of bioscience. 

Professor Himanshu Jain, of the materials science & engineering department, is 





leading an international team of researchers in cutting-edge research to use glass as a 
medium to heal damaged and diseased bones. Jain holds the position as the Director and 
Diamond Chair Professor of The International Materials Institute for New Functionality 
in Glass, IMI-NFG. The multi-national effort, consisting of researchers from four 
different countries, is centrally located at Lehigh University. . 
While the use of biocompatible glass has been around for decades, Jain and his is 
researchers are developing a new technique. “Our research is aimed at helping the body 
grow its own bone. The material is not meant to replace the bone, but to provide a 
scaffold on which bone tissue can grow,” said Jain. “The glass then will dissolve into the 
bone tissue and be excreted by the body."

engineering students designed hydrogen-powered cars to compete in the Chem-E-Car 
competition at the American Institute of Chemical Engineers meeting. During 
Spring 2008, Lehigh organized two teams to send to the regional competition in 
New York City in the hope of qualifying for Nationals. The rules of the competition 
were simple: design a car approximately the size of a shoe box that is able to travel a 
certain distance. The cars must run until their fuel is consumed. Until the day of the 
competition, the teams did not know the distance the car must travel, or the amount 
of weight that must be carried for success in the competition. 

Lehigh’s teams used hydrogen fuel for their cars. Team member Deniz | 





Pamukcu, '11 stated “We discussed the possibilities with our advisor, Dr. Silebi, and 
he suggested hydrogen fuel.” Reaching their goal to qualify for Nationals, the hard 
work of the team was rewarded when the freshman team finished sixth and the senior 
team finished fifth. Held in Philadelphia mid-November 2008, the freshman team 
represented Lehigh at the national competition. They finished 28th out of 40 teams.

Professor Kenneth Sinclair 


dq After 37 years teaching at Lehigh, Professor Kenneth Sinclair has developed a 
‘i distinctive and challenging teaching style. 

i, | A former accounting department chair, Sinclair is a strong supporter of the 
Socratic Method as a way to teach his students. The Socratic Method, named after the 
Greek philosopher Socrates, involves the use of constant questioning to have the students 
derive the answers to questions themselves. Rather than provide answers, Sinclair’s 








teaching style forces his students to truly understand the material to succeed in class. 

“My teaching style involves total engagement,” said Sinclair. “My students must 
have a fundamental understanding of the material before they come into the class. My 
job is to help them fine-tune through critical thinking and active involvement.” 





To maintain an understanding of the material in Sinclair’s class, students are 
required to do lots of work outside of the classroom. 

“It is definitely a tough class but [Sinclair] teaches very well,” said Alex Casey, 
‘10. “He really makes you know the material. He knows the book front to back so you 
don’t have the option to make up anything.” 





Professor |ill Brown 


Lehigh runs in the blood of Professor Jill Brown of the management department. 
Professor Brown and her husband are alumni of the class of ’83, and her great uncle, 
father and cousin are also Lehigh alumni. She said Lehigh gave her great uncle a chance 
to get out of the coal mines. “I will forever be indebted to Lehigh,” she said. 

Professor Brown began with a Lehigh degree in economics and worked for banks 
such as Mellon Bank. She then changed interests and earned her doctorate in strategic 
management from the University of Georgia. She spent eight years as an instructor in 
Georgia before returning to Lehigh. Not only did Lehigh offer extraordinary students 
and a balance between research and teaching, but it allowed her to teach alongside those 
who had first taught her and whom she aspired to be like, such as Professor Richard 
Aronson. 





Currently, Professor Brown looks at which types of corporate boards result in 
optimal financial and social performance. Students in the College of Business & 
Economics will most likely encounter Professor Brown when taking the last of their 
required core courses, Business Management Policies.

The economic crisis has prompted many questions among students looking to enter the workforce. In response, the 
College of Business and Economics has hosted several speakers. Professor Wight Martindale gave several public talks on 
topics such as hedge funds, Citigroup, Lehman Brothers and a comparison between the steel and auto industries. Various 
alumni also spoke to students, including Joseph R. Perella, a leader on Wall Street from the class of 1964. 

Perella looked to the causes of the crisis and noted changes in technology, business and culture. He explained how 
our policies couldn't keep up with our balance sheet. Perella said the peer pressure to keep quiet about these problems was 
like that at a frat party: “When the music’s blastin’ and they’re selling tequila, no one wants to say, ‘Hey, turn the music 
off.’” 

Perella also said there was not sufficient incentive for self-regulation. If a pilot makes a mistake he runs the risk of 
dying in the crash, but the leaders of the financial sector don’t always face great consequences. Also, many had never 
experienced such a problem and did not know the right solution. Even now, said Perella, many experts have opinions but 
none know the appropriate way out. “If they did, we wouldn’t be appearing to be like a drunk driver veering from one 
side of the road to the other in trying to solve it.” In a time where confidence may be lacking, Perella advised students to

From the introductory course through the 
capstone course, the Real Estate Practicum, students are 
engaged in the hands on study of real estate and learn
